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Wastewater treatment upgrade 


project is moving forward 


(The following information was provided by the City 
of Boyne City) 


In the recent copy of the Boyne City newsletter, re- 
cently mailed to al] City taxpayers with their winter tax 
bills, was an article on the progress of our new Waste- 
water Treatment Plant. While the newsletter is a good 
way to communicate with many of our customers it is 
very limited in the amount of space available. With a 
complicated issue that has been under study for several 
years, producing literally reams of information, it is dif- 
ficult to make it fit into a few paragraphs. So here the 
City is presenting a slightly longer version of that ar- 
ticle, containing additional information about the Waste- 
water Treatment Plant project and related issues. It is 
hoped to provide additional insight on an issue of great 
importance to the Boyne City community. For addi- 
tional information on this topic, contact information is 
provided at the end of this article. 

The long term goal of the Boyne City Community, 
the relocation of our wastewater treatment facility from 
the water front, is moving closer to reality. After many 
years of study, and obtaining the proper state approvals, 
approximately $8.4 million dollars in special low inter- 
est funding was obtained through the Clean Water Re-

volving Fund. Shortly thereafter, in October actual site 
work began at both the new plant location at the east 
end of town near the airport and also at the existing 
wastewater treatment facility location on Front Street 
adjacent to Peninsula Beach. 

Why move the plant? 

There are two main reasons something needed to be 
done to the existing wastewater treatment plant: age and 
location. With major components of the existing plant 
being up to 50 years old, they are just plain wearing out 
and in need of replacement. Pipes, pumps, buildings 
and other equipment were simply at the end of their 
useful life. The question was: Do we reinvest and ex- 
pand in the existing location or is it time to find a new 
home? 

Looking at the existing wastewater treatment plant 
on the Lake Charlevoix waterfront surrounded by a 
public beach, parks, single family homes, residential 
condominiums, restaurants and a marina one often hears 
‘why was it put there’? Because it made sense. 50 
years ago, Boyne City - and particularly its waterfront - 
had a completely different and much more industrial 
character to it. As the economy of northern Michigan

move happen immediately. Then, the un- 
thinkable happened, with the Petersons los- 
ing their home to an early morning fire on 
Dec. 18, just a week before Christmas.

zero visibility, deep drifts, 
and life-threatening wind 
chill — seek refuge immedi- 
ately! 

Before heading out onto 
snow-covered roadways, 
Lasater cautions residents to 
pay attention to travel advi- 
sories and adjust your plans 
accordingly. 

Additionally, Lasater pro- 
vides some tips on what you 
can do now to stay safe later. 

Winterize your car — 
check levels of antifreeze, 
oil (10W30 is best for colder 
months), windshield wipers 
and fluid, and tire pressure. 
Replace your battery if it is 
more than three years old, 
or if it no longer holds a full 
charge. Carry an ice scraper 
with a brush for removing 
snow. 

Prepare an emergency car 
kit which should include 
sand or kitty litter to provide 
traction; snow shovel; 
candies to provide light and 


heat inside your car; blan- 
kets; non-perishable food 
items and water, brightly- 
colored cloth to use as a 
flag. 

Additionally, always 
maintain a full tank of gaso- 
line and keep your cell 
phone charged. Lasater 
urges every person who will 
be on the roads this winter 
to carry a cell phone. “In so 
many instances, the differ- 
ence between life and death 
has been a person’s ability 
to call for help from a cel] 
phone,” he said. 

It is also highly important 
that residents prepare their 
homes for the coming win- 


' ter months, Lasater suggests 


having your furnace 
checked by a certified tech- 
nician, seal any windows 
leaking air, and create a 
home emergency kit that 
includes the following 
items: battery-operated ra- 
dio to listen to weather fore- 


casts; candles and matches 
or flashlights and batteries; 
extra blankets including 
some for sealing doors and 
hanging over windows, 
non-perishable food, sev- 
eral gallons of water, and 
extra supplies of prescrip- 
tion medication. For any 
outdoor activities this win- 
ter, Lasater advises citizens 
to put on several layers of 
lightweight, loose-fitting 
clothing; choose mittens 
over gloves; and always 
wear a hat.

Wastewater treatment upgrade progressing

has shifted over time, the plant’s old industrial neighbors 
like the railroad and the Tannery have moved out and been 
replaced with its new neighbors who are much more closely 
tied to the natural benefits of the lakefront. It’s time for the 
wastewater treatment plant to move on too. 

Bad News/Good News 

As the wastewater treatment plant prepares to move on, 
the experiences from our current location next to the City’s 
only formal public beach plays a role in our future. The bad 
news is that we have had two very opposite uses, that of a 
public beach and that of a wastewater treatment plant and 
discharge location right next to each other. The good news 
for the environment is that because of the proximity of the 
beach and the discharge point for the treated wastewater 
the Boyne City wastewater treatment plant has some of the 
strictest discharge limits of any plant discharging into the 
open waters of this state. 

To the highest standards! 

Claims have been made by opponents to relocating our 
plant’s discharge location from the waters of Lake 
Charlevoix to those of the Boyne River that the City will 
be putting in dirtier water (some statements have misfead- 


ingly called it untreated) into the river than we are to the. 


lake. While such statements are great for getting people 
scared, they don’t reflect the truth of what will really be 
happening. While state and federal standards do allow more 
fecal coliform, one indicator of the cleanliness of water, 
into rivers than to lakes (because science has determined 


- that they can handle it better) our new plant is designed to 


meet the-same strict water quality standards as our current 
plant, If this wasn’t the objective the City could have saved 
hundreds of thousands of customer dollars by eliminating 


- treatment processes. from the new plant that wouldn’t be 


necessary to meet typical river discharge standards. The 


City has a very good track record of operating our existing 


plant within the strict limits set by the State. Our lagoon 
system, by holding and treating water for usually between 
60 and 90 days, is a very forgiving system that allows us to 


monitor and treat (and if necessary re-treat) water long be- . 
fore it is ever discharged to any water body. It gives us _ 
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more control and much more time to catch any problems 
than more mechanical systems that can treat and discharge 
treated watér in hours or days versus our weeks and months. 
In a worse case scenario, our current and proposed waste- 
water treatment plant and lagoon systems give us the stor- 
age capacity that allow us to stop our discharge for days 
and weeks if we are not satisfied with the quality of our 
treated discharge. 

It is also important to keep the scale of the Wastewater 
Treatment Plant discharge in perspective. When the new 
plant is operating at its maximum design capacities, in an 
estimated 20 years or so, the amount of treated water that 
would be discharged into the Boyne River would average 
between 1.0 and 1.3 percent of the river’s typical water flow. 
In other words, for every gallon of river water flowing by, 
Jess than three tablespoons of that would be treated water 
from the new plant. 

Can good be better? 

Despite designing a first class system, the City has re- 
mained open to exploring ways to make the system even 
better, While there is no doubt that the plant being built 
would not only meet but greatly exceed all typical stan- 
dards for a river of the quality of the Boyne River the City, 
has gone the extra mile to see if it was feasible to make the 
treated water even better. On one occasion, the City Com- 
mission ordered a further study to determine if a land ap- 
plication method to handle the treated water would be fea- 


sible. The publicly announced research and findings showed 


that because of the characteristics and quantity of City 
owned land, that land application was not feasible. Further 
suggestions that the treated water be piped to a large prop- 
erty owner in Boyne Valley Township and discharged on 
their land were found to be neither economically afford- 
able nor environmentally beneficial. 

In addition, the City is currently studying the use of ex- 


_isting wetlands on City property adjacent to the Boyne River.

discharge, on top of, not instead of, any portion of the treat-

environmentalists initially recommended that the City con-

whose authors they cited as leading experts in the field. 
The City again followed through on its commitment to de- 
termine whether the use of the wetland is a viable option, 
And instead of the City buying the book it hired one of the 
experts recommended by local environmentalists, Dr. Rob- 
ert Kadlec, to give us his honest assessment of whether the 
use of these wetlands makes sense. At this point, the City 
does not know if using wetlands is a viable addition to our 
processes. We will conduct sound research, publicly present 
the findings, and then make an informed decision. 

The unknown 

Throughout the many discussions on this topic issues have 
been raised, like that of the impact of pharmaceuticals, for 
which there are no regulations, standards or even agreed to 
science. While such “what if” issues are great at stirring 
emotions they are nearly impossible to address, let alone 
resolve. In such cases, the City shall continue to keep an 
open mind and ,once there is accepted science and regula- 
tions, take action to best protect community interests. — 

Keeping it all in balance 

Although we may prefer not to think about the details of 
sanitary sewers, to have a successful, vibrant community a 
sound sanitary sewer system that protects the environment 
and is affordable is a necessity, By planning and building 
for the future now, before our sanitary sewers become a 
problem — like they have in other communities — the City is
